mittee Favors a New System of Del­ 


egates. 


Washington. Nov. 26.—It is appar- 
iiitly taken for grant's! that when th© 
Republican national committee ineels 
iu Washington next month it will cad 
a 
special 
national 
convention 
to 
change representation. 
Different cities are already applying 
for the position of convention city, as 
lf the delegates had already been call­ 
ed together and the only detail lacking 
was that of the place of meeting. 
In order to have such convention 
'ailed it will be necessary to have a 
majority of the national committee 
vote in its favor. 
The committee Is 
made up of one member from each 
tate and one member from each terri­ 
tory. This makes a body of fifty-three 
men, so that there must lie twenty* 
seven in favor of changing the pres­ 
ent system of representation to start 
the convention ball rolling. 
The proposed change would affect 
prently 
the 
voice of the southern 
state 
in the national convention. Nat­ 
urally, there is opposition to the plan 
in that section. And there are some 
sixteen southern states. 
Then, too, the territories would lose 
their present representation, and there 
are five territorial members of the 
committee. 
That 
makes 
twenty-one 
votes that mfeht be mustered against 
any (bange of program. Besides, there 
are several northern states that have 
always stood with those of the south 
in Republican polities. The alliance 
has been very strong in the past, and 
very effective. 
So it would tab© hut a few northern 
votes on the committee to defeat a 
motion to call a special convention 
This Is a situation that lins not been 
realized by many who 
have talked 
t learn* Sly about the duty of th** com­ 
mittee to meet at once and take ac­ 
tion. 
The party leader*; of the north are 
In favor of tin* change. Some of them 
.have Iwen for It thc«e many years, 
and have fought for it on the conven­ 
tion floor But it would do the party 
mo re harm than good to have the 
committee called together and th*-n 
have the proposition defeat cd. It was 
not very long ago tim’ such a re-ini! 
was feared. There is no doubt of th*- 
•'ontfment of the Republican party in 
ravor of the change, aud th!; senti­ 
ment bas been having Its effect. 
The result is that today a majority 
of the national committee is probably 
in favor of a new system of delegate* 
and will vote so in December. 
Ko a Republican national conven­ 
tion will probably be railed. If so, it 
Is likely to bo h< id In March or April 
of next year. Tie* convention would
